DRIVE FOR BLACK SEA PORT 


MOSCOW, Tuesday.—Reuter’s cor- 
respondent here states :—‘‘ Stalin- 
grads defenders have repelled yet 
another frenzied German assault on 
ts northern factory belt, and Marshal 
‘imoshenko’s relief army is biting 
into the German lines north.

Attacks were 
miade In successive waves, each one 
being forced to fall back by the wall 
of fre. At the seventh attack the 
enemy retired beaten, leaving several 
tanks and about a company of dead 
in the shattered streets. The Soviet 
Jand troops received valuable heln 
from the Volga flotilla of gunboats, 
which silenced two German artillery 
batteries and three mortars. 


FIRM RESISTANCE 


“In another part of the fiercely- 
contested suburbs Soviet troops 
counter-attacked. A number of 
houses were cleared and immediately 
fortified. A Soviet front line report 
savs:—‘In the last . twenty-four 
hours the Germans have suffered 
heavy losses but have failed to gain 
any ground either in the main or in 
the less important sectors, Our 
troops are staunchly holding their 
lines.’ 

“The battle for the ruined city 
is every day becoming more clearly 
a test of strategy between Soviet 
and German generalship. The Ger- 
mans have set themselves the task 
of: capturing what is in reality a 
heap of rubble, while the Russians 
are developing -strategic moves 
which may have far-reaching conse- 
quences. Even if the Germans 
succeed in clearing the Russians 
out of the city—which seems more 
remote to-day-than three weeks 
ago—they will then have to face two 
large Soviet armies which have 
been steadily accumulating on their 
flanks. i 

‘“A new threat to the whole Ger- 
man southern front has developed in 
the Voronezh area. After a heavy 
artillery barrage Soviet troops have 
again passed to the offensive, and, 
smashing the German lines, have 
driven a mile and a half deep wedge 
in the enemy’s defence system. A 
populated point which the Germans 
had heavily fortified was surrounded 
and stormed from three directions. 

LONDON, Tuesday.—The German 


communiqué says: ‘‘ In the Caucasus 
area the enemy was dislodged from 
one height after another in a con- 
tinuous attack, Again yesterday, de- 
spite resistance, he lost more 
strongly-built positions on heights 
and fortified localities in the moun-

“In sain gs fresh progress was 
made in hard hand-to-hand fighting. 
Bombers and short-range aircraft 
supported the shock troops.

“On the Don front Rumanian. 
Italian and Hungarian troops ie- 
pulsed several enemy thrusts cnd at- 
tempts to cross the river. 

“In the central sector of the rit 
a number of enemy pill-boxes and 
fighting points were destroyed in 
successful shock troop operations. 
The crews were destroyed or taken 
prisoner. 

““Our attack south-east of Lake 
Ilmen resulted yesterday in impor- 
tant territorial gains.’’—(Reuter.) 

STOCKHOLM, Tuesday.—A 
German military spokesman said to- 
day that the Russian war is only a 
strategic sideshow, Britain till 
remained the main enemy, and is the 
most important battlefield, on which 
final victory will be won. Russia is 
no longer a serious danger for 
Germany; its army has already been 
completely defeated and will never 
rise again. The offensive can be 
expected to turn towards the west 
any day, he said.—(Reuter.)

SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 

MOSCOW, ‘Tuesday.—To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué. states: ‘‘ During 
October 6 our troops fought the 
enemy in the areas of Stalingrad and 
Mozdok. No material changes took 
place on the other fronts. 

““In the area of Stalingrad fierce 
battles continued. Enemy infantry 
and tanks ceaselessly attacked our 
ositions in the factory settlement. 
gin of Stalingrad a Soviet 
unit overcame enemy resistance and 
gained some ground. The Germans 
lost 500 men. 

‘*South-east of Novorossis< our 
troops repelled attacks by large 
enemy forces, and are firmly holding 
the positions taken. More than 200 
Germans were killed. 

““In the area of Mozdok Soviet 
gunners and mortar crews repelled 
three enemy attacks, destroying four 
tanks. ten machine-guns, two lorries, 
and killing some 200 Germans. In 
another sector fierce fighting took 
place for a certain’ inhabited 
locality, which changed hands four 
times. After fierce engagements 
our unit evacuated this inhabited 
locality. Two days ago, in the area 
of Sinyavino, two enemy divisions 
launched an attack against our posi- 
tions. All the enemy attacks were 
repelled with tremendous losses for 
him. Jn this fighting the Germans 
lost 16 tanks and about 4,000 
officers and men.”

The picture, our reporter learned, 
was the only Rouault picture in a 
large exlmbition of all the leading 
modern French artists held in the 
Leicester Galleries in London last 
January. Here is a selection of 
opinions from English art critics. 
The Studio, a monthly magazine 
devoted to art, selected it for 
reproduction in its March issue. Its 
critic, Jan Gordon, mentioned it 
first among three pictures which 
he said were the outstanding pieces 
of the exhibition. John Pine, 
writing about it in The Spectator 
of January 16, said: ‘‘ Rouault is 
a painter whose work is more signi- 
ficent now than ever. He is, among 
other things, the only painter alive 
who has found forms convincing 
enough and imposing enough to set 
reside medieval variations on 
Christian themes.” 

Count Michael de la Bedoyere, 
who recently lectured in Dublin. 
writing in the Catholic Herald (of 
which he is editor) on Mareh 
27. said: ‘‘Rouault is generally 
acknowledged to he the most im- 
portant, as he is certainly the most 
striking of contemporary painters of 
sacred subjects. Nouault belongs 
to no acknowledged school, except 
that he shares the general sense of 
the best artists of our. time, that 
the old conventions are useless, and 
that he must find the most direct 
means of creating that which he 
feels to be in him to give.”

OATMEAL PRICES

AFTER 150 YEARS 
It is 150 years since native under- 
writing firms in marine insurance did 
business in this country, the last 
traces of them being as far back as 
1790. At present a very consider- 
able volume of war risk insurance 
business relating to Irish shipping 1s 
being transacted by Irish brokers 
with Lloyds and othe. London marine 
insurance underwriters, and the terms 
of the Irish undertaking will be 
identical with the British clauses 
In other words, the cover created 
by Trish Shipping, Ltd., will ba 
identical with that effected with 
Lloyds’ underwriters or Marine 
Insurance Corporation. In addition 
to Irish Shipping. Ltd., there are 
three commercial lines operating 1m 
this country, whose vessels are en- 
gaged largely on the Lisbon-Eire 
trade. hese ships will not, for the 
present, be covered by the new 
insurance. which will apply strictly 
to the ships of Irish Shipping en- 
gaged on the North Atlantic route. 
Irish brokers already are in posses 
sion of the Irish war risk rates, 
and business will be placed at once. 
Having regard to the fact that all 
cargo interests carried in the North 
Atlantic ships will be handled by 
Irish Shipping, it is virtually certam 
that war-risk insurance business 
involved will be transferred to the 
Irish underwriters. 

The break-away from external con- 
trol in war-risk insurance rates will 
mean that Irish ships will be, to a 
large extent, independent of the 
reactions on. rates caused by condt- 
tions in the Atlantic, and will not 
have to follow foreign rating 
irrespective of whether our risks are 
better or not than those of other 
countries. In the earlier stages of 
the war. Ireland-bound ships had to 
bear the highest rating in the world, 
and it was only in the last sx 
months that the rate applying to 
them, which had sprung from 5 per 
cent, to 20 per cent., were brought 
into line with United Kingdom 
rating. The rate recently quoted 
was 10 per cent., but co-incident 
with the formation of the Irish 
scheme the rate dropped to 7} per 
cent., which is the quotation offered 
by Irish Shipping, and it is antici- 
pated that this reduced rate shortly 
will be applied to Irish ships. 

There has ben considerable 
activity in British marine insurance 
circles transacting business with this 
country in the last few days, im 
anticipation of the Irish develop 
ment. 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS

BIGGER CLOTH 
OUTPUT 
WEAVING INDUSTRY 
PLANS 


A new development may shortly 
take place in the Imsh woollen 
weaving industry, an /rish Times 
reporter learned yesterday, by the 
Government assuming a certain 
amount of direction of output, 
so ag to secure an _ increased 
reduction of clothing materials, 
he big factor governing the 
supply of woollen clothing is that 
the Irish wool crop is usually about 
18,000,000 oy per year, of 
which 12,000,000 pounds might be 
made available for clothing, and the 
remainder goes to making carpets 
and other industrial uses. But the 
production of clothing is further 
complicated by the fact that two 
preliminary, but essential, processes 
in the making of the yarn had not 
generally been done in Irish fac- 
tories. Thus, there was a shortage 
of machinery for the combing pro- 
cess necessary in making worsted 
yarns and for the carding process 
in making woollen yarns. 
Attempts have been made to over- 
come these bottlenecks by the im- 
portation of machinery and 
using available machinery, in some 
cases for as much as 24 hours per 
day. Considerable success has been 
obtained in this way, but the general 
position is far from being comfort- 
able. As a result of these and other 
difficulties, only a proportion of the 
Irish wool available is being used 
for weaving. The rest is being ex- 
orted, chiefly to the United States. 
he supply of woollen clothing 
generally available has also been 
affected by the big demands of the 
Army for their necessities, Further 
co, WE in the sire of the Army 
would, of course, also affect the 
supplies available for civilians. 
small supply of woollen and 

worsted cloths—less than 15 per 
cent, of normal—has been comin 
in from Great Britain, but, even i 
this continues, it is doubtful if we 
shall be able to supply 50 per cent.

Women in Industry 


One of the many great social 
fichanges caused by the war is the 
ever-widening employment of women 
in industry. Statistics published to- 
day reveal that, even in the heavy 
iron and steel industry, one worker 
out of seven is a woman. At one 
great steelworks, where nearly two 
thousand women are at work, one- 
fifth of them are over forty. There 
women drive the locomotives which 
take the red-hot steel slabs to the 
rolling mill, and do heavy labour. 
ing work, such as ore filling and 
loading slag and scrap and steel 
turnings. Their output on machines 
is only slightly less than that of 
the men, and managers who 
eighteen months ago were very 
sceptical about the employment of 
women workers are now enthusiastic. 
In the smelting shops women are in 
charge of no fewer than twenty-nine 
different operations.

The Debts of 1914-18- 


Since 1918 the last page of the 
Finance Accounts 
Kingdom—the 1941-42 issue of which 
has just been published—has been 
devoted to a list of the debts due 
by Allies to Britain arising out of 
the last war. Prominent among 
these was. the Russian debt, to 
which unpaid interest was added 
each year. As a result, the original 
principal of £600,000,000 had 
swollen by March 31 of last year 
to £1,691,000,000. In this years 
accounts the Russian debt is not 
mentioned, but a global figure of 
loans outstanding from the war of 
1914-18 is still given. This is 
£3,037,131,956. A comparison of this 
figure with that of last year reveals 
that the recording angel of the 
Treasury, far from having forgotten 
about Russia’s debt, has added to 
the principal some £90,000,000 of 
interest which has accrued during 
the past twelve months.

We 
may take it that the Russian 
campaign of 1942 is drawing to a 
close. as far as the Axis Powers’ 
offensive is concerned. 

The really interesting problem is 
whether. or not the Retnms are 
capable of staging such a second 
winter comeback as they did last 
pene. They have lost enormously, 
yevyond all question—even admittia 
that their military losses in bot 
men and material have been sub- 
stantially less than last year, This 
time they have lost economically ana 
industrially—grain, oil, coal, ete.
